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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 8 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 8 and 17 recite the limitation "the CI2/CO ratio" in line 1. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Pollard US 4047934. 
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Pollard teaches a process of removing iron from an oxide-containing material 
comprising iron oxide in the presence of a non-ferrous metal oxide wherein the oxide- 
containing material is heated in a molten salt bath at a temperature of 750 - 1300 
degrees C. The molten salt bath comprises at least one chloride selected from the 
group consisting of alkali metal chlorides and alkaline earth metal chlorides (Abstract). 
The non-ferrous metal oxide may be chromium (Column 1 Lines 10-15). The treated 
mixture is further treated with a gas comprising nitrogen, carbon monoxide, and 
hydrogen chloride (Example 1). 

The limitation "about 720 degrees C" would include a temperature of 750 
degrees C as taught by Pollard.
